By way of explanation for. those Bar Hill residents 
who have already been called to their doors to be 
asked if they’ve got Mousetails in their garden, and 
for those on whom I haven't called yet, can I just 
say that I am interested in our rare native plants and 
that the Blousetail (Myosurus minimus to give it its 
latin name) is one such that has been found grov/ing 
in Bar Hill recently; and that I am trying to find out 
how many v/e have got and where... It is-a so-called 
'arable weed', though to my mind a rather attractive - 
one - to look at rather like a small plantain, indeed 
just like a mouse's tail! It is an annual, and it 
cannot tolerate too much competition from other plants 
so that it tends to occur where disturbance (e.g. 
gardening!) keeps the vegetation open or where the 
ground lies flooded ..in v/inter which perhaps explains 
why it has been found in Acorn Avenue and Poxhollov/! 

It seems very likely that it has been in the fields 
•here for some time and has managed to survive in a 
few gardens since the houses v/ere built; but it is 
very rare ''in Cambridgeshire, having only been see in 
four places recently. Please let me know if you find 
any - I will check anything you think may be, but 
please contact me first, do not pick the plant and 
send it! 

Indeed", t w-^uld be very pleased to hear of any natural 
history records, sightings, etc. in Bar Hill. P^^r 
example, in the unlikely event that you hear or see a 
Y/oodpecker - Cambridge Bird Club are carrying out a 
survey of these this year in old Cambs..( Pre-1974),.
